AICTIM OF GAVE IN. 
OF LOCAL SANDPIT! 


‘To his spirit of ‘oh doeaed endurance 
and determination, a spirit which he 
exhibited years.ago in the Great War 
where he suffered pensionable wounds 
Jim (Scotty) Bailey probably owes 
his life today. 

On Saturday afternoon last tre went 
in ‘the course of his employment by 
Harley Renville, out to the gravel pit 
for a load of sand.’ As it was getting 
late Scotty, was making good «time 
with his work, but unfortunately did 
not notice that - he was undercutting 
the top land, ‘with the result that after 
he, had -about a half load on, the pit 
caved in and buried him up around the 
waistline, and in addition broke his left 
leg just below the knee. 

For some little time he. lay there in 
agony and attempted to Attract atten- 
tion to his perilous position by shout- 
dng, but. as this proved of no avail, he 
commenced to dig himself out of. his 
predicament with ‘his hands. He eventt 
ally succeeded in freeing himself, and 
released the large boulder which > had 
catised the injury to his leg. He was 
all the time suffering .excruciating ag- 
ony, but by dint of an almost. super- 
humaln determination ‘he at last manag 
ed to drag himself on to the wagon 
and start to reach town. About half 
way in, he unfortunately dropped one 
of the lines with the result that. the 
team pulled ofif-the trail and realising 
his helplessness he stopped them, 

Some time later, Mr _Reiiville sent 
his Boy out to the pit to find Scotty 
with ‘the result that the accident was 
noted, and Dr Wallace immediately 
gave the sufferer all possible attention 
He was taken to the hospital, where 
he is getting along as-well as can be 
expected, although it will probably be 
some time before the injured limb wil’ 
be of service, this being the same leg 
which has caused the,patient muck 
trouble-ever since the war. 


THREE SCHOOLS 
OF AGRICULTURE 
TO OPEN SOON 


Three schools of agriculture will 
open in the province this fall for the 
winter’ months, These will be the 
schools at Claresholm, Olds and Ver- 
milion. 

Last year the Vermilion school was 
used exclusively for training of British 
‘youths wnder the Hoadley scheme. 
This year it has been decided to open 
the school for regular students again, 
and that the British youths who come 
out will be distributed among.the three 
schools, putting them on the same 
footing as Alberta farm young people 

It is expécted that all three schools 
will have a good attendance this term, 
\which opens October .27, Nearly SC 
registrations have been’ received al- 
ready for the Vermilion school, which 
has been closed to regular students for 
the past two terms. At the other! 
schools at Claresholm and Olds indi- 
cations -are for a good registration. 
Claresholm last year had over 80 stu- 
dents, and Olds about 180. About 50 
British boys are already signed up in 
London, Eng. for courses in the 
schools here.- These will be distributed 
among the three schools. 

The courses offered in the schools of 
agriculture are free to boys and girls 
over 16 years of age, There are no en- 
trance requirements. The only cost tc 
the student is’ for board and lodging 
and for what notebooks are required 

Those desiring information about 
the courses should write the principals 
of the schools at Claresholm, Olds or 
Vermilion, or to.the department of ag 
riculture at Edmonton.

TEN COMMANDMENTS

In view of the fact that this is fire 
prevention week, the following comes 
not amiss.— 

1. Have all flues and chimneys’ 
properly. cleaned before attempting tc 
use them, ; 

2. Look. very carefully at-the chim- 
ney or flue, at the point just above the 
peak of the roof where the chimney 
goes through, as the lower part may 
have settled and the upper portion, be- 
ing held up by the roof timbers, may 
have pulled away, leaving an open 
space or break in the chimney that wil’ 
permit sparks slipping through into’ the 
attic ‘or. concealed space. 

3. Be sure that all ‘flue ‘holes that 

are not to be used this year have good 
metal stops, as innumerable fires. are 
caused by sparks through papering 
over unused pipe holes in chimneys.. 
’ 4, Clean ‘the -ventillating colllars 
around all flues, removing all lint, cot 
‘avebs and dust, leaving nothing in thc 
ventilator, in this way permitting the 
air to cool the pipe ‘where it goer 
through. ‘ : 

5. Be careful that -the supply of 
kindling wood is not piled up in the 
yard in such a manner as to carry, fire 
to your house, in case your neighbour’s 
house should: burn, 

6, It is best to keep all lightwood 
kindlings and: boxes. in sheds, stable: 
or ‘basements, in orderly piles, and not 
to have papers or excelsior mixed with 
it. . ; 
7. Extra caution ‘should be used in 
the handling of gasoline. In the winter 
months all-windows and doors are 
closed, ‘eliminating the possibility of 
the air blowing the inflammable vap- 
ours away. 


8. Never ‘use. gasoline. inside the 


house for cleaning, and when compel- 


led to use it for any other purpose do 
not forget that you are handling a 
powerful explosive which may endang- 
er your life and property . 


9. Remove all dry grass and leaves f 


from your premises before some onc 
carelessly throws ia match away. 

10. Do:notedry clothing and inflam 
mable materials above or near’ hot 
stoves.

LAND CLASSIFICATION 
AND. SOIL MAPS 


Land classification surveys have been 
carried on for the past few years by 
the Dominion Government for the pur 
pose of obtaining accurate and reliable 
information about the agricultural pos- 
sibilitigs of our land resources. This 
systematic classification has been und- 
ertaken ‘and carried on im _ selected 
areas on the edge of setthement within 
a reasonable distance of existing rail- 
ways. It. includes to date a complete 
examination of over twenty-six million 
acres of arable lands, as well as a pre 
liminary or reconnaissance examina- 
tion of over eight million acres more 
for the purpose of determining wheth 
er a further detailed examination is 
necessary. i 

In each investigated area or district 
the field examiner after a personal in- 
vestigation, classifies the lands into 
arable and non-arable, with sub-classes
